such administrative re-arrangements as would 
be essential to carry on their business under the 
new régime. In view of this important state- 
ment, the Executive of the Approved Societies’ 

Association desired to impress upon societies 

operating in Ireland the necessity of giving 

earnest and immediate consideration to their

Naturally, it 
cannot be put into force so quickly as 
either of the other two, but it is likely 
to produce immediate results of a practical 
kind, and its application will not injure 
the cause of peace. 

The Allies’ further advance into Ger- 
many was inevitable, but it will not bring 
Europe any nearer to a lasting peace. 
What will happen now should Germany 
fail to toe the line? The Allies cannot 
continue to occupy new German towns for 
the next forty-two years; yet there 
seems to be no logical alternative, since 
they have committed themselves irrevocably 
to military action. A fresh element of 
uncertainty has been flung into the witches’ 
cauldron of Europe's troubles and the 
promise of peace has vanished into air. 
What will be the next step? If the 
Germans have been merely “bluffing,” 
all will be well. They will return 
to London in a few weeks ready to 
“accept” the Paris decisions, and the 
“incident” will close with mutual ex- 
pressions of sympathy and good-will. On 
the other hand, however, they may not 
have heen “bluffing.” In that event the 
outlooh will be very serious, indeed. It is 
all very well to call, as Mr. Bottomley 
is calgg in the House of Commons, for 
a march to Berlin, but nobody in his sober 
senses has any desire to begin the whole- 
sorry business of war and “ peace” all 
over again. Ultimately, some reasonable 
agreement must be made. Germany's 
promises, under any circumstances, aro 
not worth much; but any promise which 
she may be forced to make undet military 
compulsion will be worth nothing at all. 
If a settlement of the reparations dispute 
is not made very soon, it never will be 
made, and our children and grand-children 
will be condemned to the same tyranny 
of uncertainty as that under.-which we 
all areygroaning to-day. We hope fervently 
that the German people will recognise the 
criminal folly of wilful obduracy and that 
the Allies’ swift action will convince them 
that they must bear their share of Europe's 
heavy burden. Any reasonable proposal 
by Germany should be certain of actept- 
ance, but it must be made without delay, 


The Coal Crisis. 


In the House of Commons last night the 
Government's Bill to free the coal industry 
from the trammels of control met with 
fierce opposition from the Labour Party. 
It was denounced as “a gross breach of 
faith and as a measure that would plunge 
the whole country into ruin and desola- 
tion.’’. Nevertheless, it received a second 
reading, and, in all probability, it will 
reach the Statute Book before the end of 
the week. During the war the Govern- 
ment kept the miners’ wages far in ad- 
vance of the cost of living. Increases were 
granted at regular intervals, and, when the 
miners thought that the intervals were too 
long, or that the increases were too small. 
they applied their well-known remedy—a 
threat to strike. It never failed. The 
same policy was pursued after the 
Armistice on the ground that a large 
output from the mines was essential 
to the country’s recovery from the effects 
of the war. it was a thoroughly unsound 
policy, but by the use of various device 
the Government managed to conceal ite | 
defects until quite recently, The state of 
the world’s markets was in its favour.

The Bill that was read a second time last 
night will throw the industry on its own 
resources at the end of this month. If it 
is not passed, the taxpayers must continue 
to pay a monthly subsidy of nearly five 
million pounds until the end of August. 
There is no reason why the minérs should 
be supported in luxury at the expense of 
the other sections of the community, and 
they must realise that fact. The moment has 
arrived when they must restrain their 
greed and accept an economic wage. They 
have got three weeks in which to adjust 
their affairs and to make an agreement 
with their employers. If they are wise, 
they will stop bickering and make good 
use of their time.

It is, in effect, a notice from the 
new Administration, to all whom it. may 
concern, that the Monroe Doctrine is still 
the cardinal principle of America’s foreign 
policy. It suggests clearly enough 
that. a collective boycott by Europe 
of any Central or South American 
Republic would be regarded as a violation 
of the Doctrine. Tí this were the only 
aspect. of Mr. Harding’s foreign policy, 
the outlook for world unity would be 
bleak ; but, fortunately, there is another. 
[t is stated on good authority that the 
President is now ready for a series of 
conferences with Allied ambassadors, at 
which he will outline a plan of imterna- 
tional action for the maintenance of peace. 
According to several of his Ministers, he 
will propose a considerable curtailment of 
naval construction by all the Powers. As 
between Mr. Harding and the League of 
Nations a war-weary world will have no 
prejudices. It wants peace and lower 
taxes, and its sole interest lies in the 
“delivery of the zoods.’’ 


The National Drink Bill. 


The figures of thé national drink bill 
for 1920 are not encouraging, They show 
that the United Kingdom’s thirst for 
strong liquors is a constant quality, and 
that the country is climbing \ back 
towards the high point of consumption 
which existed before the war. The con- 
sumption last year, while 24 per cent. less 
than in 1913, was 15 per cent. more than in 
1919: The bill for 1918 was £259.300,000 ; 
for 1919 it was £386,000,000 ; and last year 
it jumped to £469,700,000. The expendi- 
ture per head of the population was £10 
7s. in England and Wales and £9 3s. in 
Scotland. Ireland, we are glad to learn, 
comes last with 2712s. The huge increase 
of taxation in recent years is proved by 
the fact that, while the consumption of 
92,000,000 gallons of absolute alcohol in 
1915° represented an expenditure of 
£166,700,000, last year’s consumption of 
69,600,000 gallons meant, in terms of 
@oney, nearly £470,000,000. In 1917 and 
1918 consumption reached the lowest point 
for many years on account of war restric- 
tions and the absence of millions of men 
on fighting service; but demobilisation and 
the removal of restrictions cannot account 
for the whole of the hugely increased con- 
sumption of 1920. Mr. G. B. Wilson, the 
compiler, attributes it, in part, to the 
recent increase in wages and in leisure. 
He calculates that in one batch of im- 
portant industries the wages of 7,600,000 
persons were augmented by £4,700,000 a 
week, and that working hours were re- 
duced for more than half a million people. 
It is a sad commentary on our civilisation 
that increased wages and leisure should 
have no better result in so many cases 
than increased resort to an increasingly 
expensive bottle... The rule, however, 
works both ways. There are signs that the 
present industrial depression will be re- 
flected in the bill for 1921 by a diminished 
consumption of alcohol.

Mr. Walsh moved 
the rejection of the Bill in a speech 
marked with passages of deep emotion. 
Decontrol, he declared, would flood the 
unemployment market with miners, and 
he appeated to the Government not to 
push them into 3 maelstrom which might 
produce consequences he did not like to 
contem plate. 

The débate that ensued disclosed very 
little prospect of an agreement between 
the coal-owners and the miners. General 
Hickman and Mr. James Gould attributed 
the present parlous position of the mining 
industry to the rapacity of the miners in 
forcing up wages, and, in their opinion, 
the only way out was a drastic reduction in 
the costs of production. Labour, however, 
monopolised most of the talking. The 
party was unanimous in denouncing the 
Government for taking off control, a policy 
which, Mr. Hartshorn said, must eventually 
result in an enormous number oí men 
being thrown out of work. Mr. Adamson, 
too, put in his plea for the withdrawal of 
the Bill pending better times, but he, like 
other Labour members, made it quite 
apparent that what they really wanted 
was nationalisation, which they believed 
was the real panacea for all evils. 

Sir Robert Horne concluded the discus- 
sion for the Government. His main point 
was that control of industry was in itself 
a bad thing, but was infinitely worse in 
the case of the coal industry, as its exact 
supervision was extremely difficult, The 
Bill, upon a division, was read a second 
time by 277 to 72, 

As already reported, the Cabinet is to 
come to a decision this week on the ques-

21st. i 

[t was anticipated at the opening of the 
session that the Easter recess would be 
but a brief one, The prospect now is that, 
owing to unforeseen pressure of business, 
it will only extend over five or six days, 
or from the Wednesday or Thursday before 
Good Friday to the following Tuesday. 
The Government will endeavour to arrange 
for a holiday of much more comfortable 
length at Whitsuntide. 

Under the Chairmanship of Mr. Leslie 
Seett, K.C., a conference between members 
associated with the great shipping centres 
and representatives of the Chamber of 
Shipping of the United Kingdom will be 
held at the House of Commons on Thurs- 
day to consider the position of the coast- 
wise shipping industry in relation to rail- 
way rates.

Government to execute the clauses of 
the Treaty, and, consequently, the Allied troops 
have received orders to occupy, as guarantees, 
Duesseldorf, Duisburg, and Ruhrort. This oc- 
cupation in no way constitutes a measure hostile 
to the population. Apart from the strict ob- 
servation of the orders which military authority 
judges it indispensable to promulgate, no ob- 
stacle will be placed in the way of the economic 
life of the region. Not only will works have all 
facilities for working, but the Allied authorities 
will be ready to help them to improve their 
situation, and, in particular, to ensure their 
food supply. The Allied Command intends to 
make a régime of liberty and order prevail in 
the newly occupied regions, in order that the 
prosperity of the country may develop.

It is pointed out, therefore, 
that the German seller might decline to accept 
the Exchequer receipts as a proper discharge of 
the purchase price, and that the English buyer 
would then discover that, although he had 
actually sold to another party in this country 
the goods he had ordered in Germany, he 
would be unable to deliver them.

One of the 
best pictures in the collection is No. 151, 
“ Gathering Shellfish at Howth,” in which the 
artist, Mr. Frank McKelvey, displays confidence 
in his bold treatment of an interesting study, 
the figures of the old woman and the child 
being effectively handled. Three little paintings 
from the brush of Mr. R. Caulfeild Orpen, 
R.H.A., are among the gema of the exhibition, 
his stilj life study, “ Blue and Gold,” repre- 
senting the artist in his best vein. Another 
artist whose work enhances the merit of the 
collection is Mr. Bingham McGuinness, R.H.A. 
“An Old Belgian Castle’’ (No. 69), with its 
quaint group of streét hawkers, is probably his 
best contribution. Captain G. Drummond Fish 
is also prominent with some typical work, not- 
ably “The Military Road, Wicklow.” The soft 
tones and correct arrangement always to be 
found im Miss Mildred Butiler’s pictures are pre- 
sent to the best effect in '' Meadows Brown and 
- Bere,” and among some charming pictures by 

Lady Ardilaun none shows greater ekill than 
“ Mercer's: Hospital ” (No. 29), in which she 
makes discreet use of subdued tints. Florid 
colouring is the dominant note of Sir Nevile 
Wilkinson’s exhibits, of which “ Idle Moments” 
(No. 2), with its rich tones, is the most im- 
portant. Some of the pastoral studies shown 
by Miss Josephine Carson, Miss Mary Barton, 
and Miss Helen Colvill are thoroughly deserving 
of mention, while two homely subjects, espe- 
cially No, 74, redound to the credit of Mies 
Henrietta” Lynch. The delicate colouring in 
“By Still Waters” (No. 107), by Miss Celia 
Culverwell, commends itself. Miss Alice M. 
Boyd gives her best work in some Canadian 
scents, notably those depicting the placid waters 
and stately pines of Shawinigan Lake, Van- 
couver. Cliff scenes and rugged rocks provide 
Mr. Lancelot Bayly with some characteristic 
canvases, and among the portraits should be 
Mentioned that of ‘The Widow O’Brien, 
which is sympathetically treated by 
Frances Stronge, and one of a man smoking, by 
Mirs. A. Fetherstonhaugh. Our sea-girt shores 
still furnish Mr. Alexander Williams with sub- 
jects, which he conyeys with peculiar charm.

After some time an officer approached 
the barn to set fire to the thatch, and six men 
came out of the barn’ with their hands up 
Certain of the military party went towards 
these men, and they would tell the court that 
at that time further shots were fired from the 
house, and that six men rushed forward and 
sndeavoured to escape. A struggle took place, 
and after that struggle it was found that the 
military lad eight prisoners, seven of whom 
were now before the court. Of the seven pri- 
soners four were slightly wounded and received 
treatment in the military hospital, from which 
they were discharged some days ago. There 
were thirteen men killed in the engagement, 
which made the total strength of the attacking 
party twenty-one. There could be no doubt 
whatever that all or most of these men were 
armed, and there could be no doubt that they 
were attacking His Majesty’s Forces. If the 
members of the court were. satisfied that these 
men were taking part in attacking His Majesty's 
Forces, they could not come to any other con- 
clusion than that these men were levying war 
against His Majesty, which was, perhaps, the 
most grievous EE sg known to the law. 

Evidence was then taken. 

A military doctor swore that on that evening 
he was on duty at Cork Military Hospital when 
the prisoners were admiited. They were all 
wounded very slightly by gunshot. All of 
the men, except one man (Higgins), had 
since been discharged from the hospital. At 
the same time the witness admitted « sergeant- 
major and a policeman suffering from gunshot 
wounds in the shoulders. 

A military officer described how the house 
was surrounded by his party. They found two 
dead men outside. Other men came running 
There was incessant firing on both sides 
for three-quarters of an hour, and reinforce- 
ments were summoned from Midleton. The 
military threw bombs into the house, and fired 
its roof. Continuing, the witness said that 
six men then came out with their hands up, 
and we advanced to meet them, when shote 
were fired from the windows at the soldiers. 
Those civilians who came out of the house— 
six or geven—ran all over the place. About ten 
others subsequently came out, who had been 
mixed up with the mélee. There were eight pri- 
soners. They were searched and taken to the 
lorries, and then conveyed to Cork. The 
wounded were taken to hospital, and the un- 
wounded conveyed to the guardroom, and then 
to the prison. 

The case is expected to last for several days.

BOY KILLED BY BOMB

Katherine Fitzgerald, the mother, stated that 
at 8.45 p.m. she was standing with the boy sell. 
ing fruit in Camden street. Two lorries full of 
soldiers came down the street. The first one 
passed, and as the second one epproached some 
shots were fired. The witness fell to the ground, 
and her boy fell just afterwards. She found 
that he was bleeding, and she ran wtih him into 
a chemist’s shop. 

Another witness stated on oath that when in 
South Richmond street at 8.45 p.m. he heard 
two bomb expicsions in the direction of Camden 
street. The explosions were followed by rifle 
fire. He proceeded to the scene, and found a 
chill] being taken away in an ambulance and 
two lorries containing troops moving away in 
the direction of Portobello Bridge. — 

Another witness, giving sworn evidence, stated 
that on the morning following the affeir he 
visited the spot where the child was killed, and 
found in the roadway ftragmeats of bomb and 
pieces of metal (produced). 

A mevlical officer at Meath Hospital stated 
that at 9 p.m. on February 5th the boy was 
brought to the hospital. There was a wound on 
the front part of the right ear. The witness 
m & post-mortem examination, and found a 
piece of pomb (produced) iying in the fissure of 
the brain... It had broken through the skull. 
Death wae due to shock. 

The Court returned a finding that the boy 
died from shock, caused by a splinter of a bomb 
entering the brain, and that the bomb was 
thrown at a military lorry by a person or per- 
sons unknown, the pieces of bomb found, and 
produced, being not of a military pattern.
